1.  The  First  Report  of  this  Committee  embraced  the  period  from  the  organization 
of  the  Association  on  the  12th  January,  1900,  to  the  81st  March,  1902.  The  Second 
and  Third  Reports  covered  the  periods  from  the  1st  April,  1902,  to  the  12th  January, 
1904,  and  from  the  12th  January,  1904,  to  February  28th,  190(5,  respectively.  The 
present  or  Fourth  Report  extends  from  February  28th,  1906,  to  January  12th,  1908, 
and  completes  the  transactions  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  eight  years  from  the 
date  of  its  organization.     -

The  general  results  of  the  work  of  the  Association,   since  the   date   of   its  Third 
Report  on  the  28th  of   February,  1906,  may  be  briefly  summed  up  as  follows: — 

(a)  Under  Object  1.  widows,  orphans  and  dependents  of  deceased  soldiers,  one  new 
case  has  been  attended  to,  and  one  old  case  has  been  reviewed.  The  amount  of  money 
expended  under  this  object  has  been  $1,895.00. 

(b)  Under  Object  II,  relating  to  soldiers  only,  nine  new  cases  have  been  favourably 
considered,  and  thirty-seven  old  cases  have  been  re-opened  and  additional  grants  made. 
The  expenditure  under  this  head  has  amounted  to  $10,642.78. 

Of  the  nine  new  claims  above  referred  to,  the  following  schedule  shows   the   nature 

of  the  disabilities  of  such  soldiers,  whether  due  to  accident,   wTounds,    sickness   or   other 

causes,  viz.  :

6.  From  the  foregoing  statement  it  will  be  observed  that  the  contributions,  amount- 
ing to  $339,975.63,  coupled  with  the  interest  accretions  of  $34,149.12,  made  available 
for  purposes  of  relief  for  Canadian  soldiers  and  their  dependents  the  large  sum  of 
S374,124.75.  Of  this  amount  $289,517.55  have  been  distributed,  leaving  a  balance 
still  available  of  $84,607.20. 

From  the  last  named  sum,  awards,  however,  have  been  made  which  are  payable  in 
instalments  at  stated  periods,  and  the  unpaid  portions  of  these  awards  amount  to 
$2, 950.00. 

Deducting  these  unpaid  awards'  of    $2,950.00    the    balance    would    be    reduced    to 

$81,657.20,    and    the    amount    distributed    in    relief    increased    from    $289,517.55    to 

8292,467.55.

8.  The  Resolution  of  the  Executive  Committee  fixing  a  time  limit  for  the  considera- 
tion of  new  claims  referred  to  in  paragraph  9  of  the  Third  Report  of  the  Association 
was  further  reconsidered  by  the  Executive  Committee  at  a  meeting  held  on  the  24th 
March,  1906. 

A  resolution  was  then  passed  that  the  Relief  Committee  be  empowered  to  consider 
any  new  cases  that  may  come  before  that  body. 

9.  Under  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Assoc- 
iation "  Pending  the  final  distribution  of  the  Fund,  may — 

"  (a)  invest  it  in  the  public  consols,  stocks,  bonds,  debentures  or  other  securities  of 
the  United  Kingdom  or  of  any  colony  or  dependency  thereof,  or  of  the  United  States 
or  any  State  thereof,  or  in  the  debentures,  bonds,  stocks  or  other  public  securities  of 
Canada,  or  of  any  province  of  Canada,  or  of  any  municipality  or  public  school  cor- 
poration in  Canada;  or 

"  (b)  deposit  it  with  any  chartered  bank  in  Canada." 

Pursuant  to  said  Section  the  sum  of  $50,245.58  has  been  invested  in  debentures, 
and  on  the  12th  January,  1908,  there  was  on  deposit  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal 
834,361.62,  making  a  total  balance  on  hand  as  shown  in  the  above  statement  of 
884,607.20.

FOURTH   REPORT  OF  THE  AUDITORS  OF  THE  CANADIAN  PATRIOTIC 

FUND  ASSOCIATION. 


Ottawa,  23rd  January,  1908, 
To  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association,— 

We  beg  to  report  that  we  have  completed  the  examination  of  the  book  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Canadian  Patriotic  Fund  Association,  as  required  by  I  Edward  VII., 
Chap.  92,  Sec.  7,  from  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  February  28th,  1906,  to  12th 
January,  1908. 

We  find  since  our  last  report  that  all  regulations  of  the  Executive  governing  pay- 
ments have  been  fnlly  carried  out  by  the  officers  of  the  Association. 

In  April  last,  the  Executive  authorised  the  investment  of  $50,000  of  the  funds  of 
the  Association,  and  appointed  a  sub-committee  to  negotiate  the  purchase  of  securities. 
Under  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  Section  6,  the  corporation  is  empowered  to  invest  in 
certain  bonds,  stocks  and  other  securities.  We  find  on  examination,  that  the  committee 
in  purchasing  securities  have  adhered  strictly  to  the  terms  of  the  Act,  that  the  securities 
are  as  represented,  and  that  they  are  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Montreal. 

We  have  checked  the  amount  of  interest  added  by  the  Bank  of  Montreal  and  the 
amount  accrued  on  debentures  and  find  both  correct. 

The  payments  for  publishing  the  report  and  for  sundry  management  expenses  have 
all  been  passed  by  the  Executive,  and  vouchers  have  been  supplied  in  each  case,  certi- 
tied  by  the  proper  officer. 

The  balance  shown  by  our  last  report  was  $90,858.71  ;  interest  allowed  by  the 
Bank  of  Montreal,  $5,335.92 ;  interest  on  debentures,  $1,649.75,  making  a  total  of 
S97.H44.88. 
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The  total  expenditure  during  the  period  covered  by  tins  report  is  $12,737.18,  made 
up  as  follows:  Relief  to  widows,  orphans  and  dependents,  $1,895 ;  soldiers,  $10,642.78 ; 
and  sundry  management  expenses,  $199.40,  leaving  a   balance   of  $84,607.20   to   the 

credit  of  the  Association  on  January  12,  1908.     This  balance  is  made  up  as  follows: — 
Amount  invested  in  debentures,  $50,245.58;  on  deposit  Bank  of  Montreal,  $84,301.62. 

We  again  wish  to  state  that  every  convenience  was  afforded  us  by  the  officers  of 
the  Association,  that  the  hooks  have  been  properly  kept  and  that  all  records  have  been 
Carefully  preserved.
